This interesting book will prove useful, 
stimul suggestive to | of 
English. é writer is Professor of French in 
Bristol University. He takes that remarkable 
Government publication, ‘‘The Teaching of 
English in England,” as his starting point. 
That work showed that in Eng the 
vernacular language and literature hold 
re like the same position in education 
that they hold in Frar.:e, .“‘ where they are 
the chief vehicle of culture.” The English 
Board of Education wishes to give English a 
more im nt place in education, and M. 
Boillot’s k goes to show how that may be 
The French have been long dis- 
tinguished by the keenness and subtlety of 
their literary criticism, and here the French 
lucidity is applied to English literature. 

The author has some scornful things to say 
of the measure of appreciation in which 
English people hold their own noble literatuie. 
This footnote is amusing. and typical :—“ At 
the time when I was writing this book, I 
asked my typist, after she had copied out the 
text of Lamb’s Essay, Dream Children, what 
she thought of it. ‘* Awfully jolly!’ was the 
reply. Sans commentaires.’’ 

Some critics will be unable to follow M. 
Boillot in all his views or to set his own 
values on all his examples; but there will be 
few readers, and those only of the dullest, 
who will not find his pages absorbing and use- 
fully provocative. The pieces which he 
analyses, as examples for the teachers’ 
imitation, are:—Ruskin, “The Harbours of 
England’’; Byron. verses from “Don 
Juan’’; Blanco White. ‘To-Night ”; Poe, 
‘“Eldorado’’; Lamb, ‘‘ Dream Children " ; 
Keats, ‘‘Grecian Urn’’; Swinburne, “ The 
Interpreters ''

This admirable little book—which will be of 
great interest to many private readers as wel] 
as to students in our secondary schools—bears 
the highest possible testimonial in a recom- 
mendation by the late Professor Grenville 
Cole. The book amounts to an essay on the 
geology of Ireland considered “ as part of the 
Region of N.W. Europe,” and it tells the 
story of the birth of our island, its shaping 
and clothing with minerals, forests and bogs.

The diagrams are very 
clear and usefn!. Miss Butler writes in a 
simple and charming style, through which a 
persuasive enthusiasm glows.

This book is intended for use in the new 
Intermediate course, and is likely to be valued 
for its clarity and systematic arrangement: 
There are maps showing the Norse Empire, 
the Norman domains, the sphere of the Irish 
missions, and so on; and these greatly help to 
elucidate what, to modern readers, seems an 
age of confused movements. The ground 
covered is so very extensive that the author 
cannot but give a bare outline, and much 
supplementary reading is necessary to fill in 
the picture and colour it in the student's 
mind. The book is written from a distinctive 
point of view considered likely to be accept- 
able to Irish schools, and it keeps the Irish 
interest steadily before the reader.

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MR. T. B. LILLIS. 
The death of Mr. Thomas Barry Lillis, 


managing director of the Munster and Lein- 
ster Bank, Limited, which occurred yesterday 
morning at his residence, Carrig, Queenstown, 
will cause much regret in banking and busi- 
ness circles throughout the South of Ireland. 

Mr. Lillis, during a visit to London, was 
taken ill, and was brought to a Dublin hos- 
pital, but at his own request he was removed 
to his home 

Born in Fermoy district 75 years ago, Mr. 
Lillis was educated at St. Colman’s College, 
Fermoy, and subsequently at Queen’s College, 
Cork. As a banker, Mr. Lillis had a remark- 
able career. He possessed great business capa- 
city, a chagming manner, and had a keen 
knowledge of men and of affairs. 

He first became associated with the Munster 
and Leinster Bank in 1885, when he was 
appointed to the chief Dublin office. In 1896 
hé was transferred, as manager, to Cork, 
which is the head-quarters of the bank in 
Ireland. There he was appointed managing 
director, and under his wise guidance and 
that of his co-directore the bank made rapid 
progress, the number of branches growing 
from 96, when he took charge, to 117. He 
had. been vice-president of the Institute of 
Bankers and Fellow of the Royal Arche- 
ological Society of Ireland. 

Mr. Lillis was highly popular with the 
managers and staffs under his control, and 
was always kind and considerate.. He had 
five sons. One of them—Mr. Martin A. Lillis 
—was a member of the Irish Bar, and prac- 
tised for a brief period on the Munster Circuit. 
During the Euronean war he got a commission 
in the Army. He was killed in action, and 
his name is ‘inscribed on the Roll of Honour 
at the Law Courts, Dublin Castle. Another 
son wes drowned in a yachting accident in 
Cork Harbour, and a third—Mr. Francis J. 
Lillis—is a member of the Dublin Stock Ex- 
change. Much sympathy is felt with Mr. 
Lillis’s widow and ‘family, and with his 
brother. the Rev. W. Lillis, Parish Priest of 
Lady's Bridge, in their bereavement.

Everything points to the certainty of 
Rugby footbal! gaining considerable strength 
ih this country in the near future.

The side to play 
France in Paris on January Ist will . be 
picked on the form displayed in these games. 
On January 24th the first Trial will be’ played 
in Belfast; and the final one at Dublin on 
January. 3ist.. In her internationals Ireland 
has been beaten by herself more often than 
by her opponents owing to being a spent 
force, comparatively, in the last. fifteen 
minutes of the game. This inability to stay 
the whole time, which, is particularly notice- 
able in the earlier internationals, has been 
due to the fact that up to the present the 
represeritative games were not started until 
January, and that, consequently, the 
majority of the players did not commence 
training seriously until after Christmas. 
Henceforth players will have to take matters 
seriously about the middle of November, and 
I expect that this earlier start will have the 
desired effect of bringing Ireland’s XV. to 
the highest degree of physical fitness, even 
for its first: international. ' 

VISIT OF THE ALL-BLACKS. 

The event of the season, which is bound to 
arouse the greatest interest, even amon 
non-followers of the game, will be the visit 
of the New Zealand XV. As this match is 
being played on November Ist, no time should 
be lost by ‘‘Probables”’ in getting fit, and 
in fully equipping themselves to meet the 
visitors, who, by all accounts, are quite as 
formidable as the team which toured in 
1905. The selectors will, in all probability, 
choose the same side that beat Wales at 
Swansea last March. Few (if any) , faults 
could be found in the team that did duty for 
us on that occasion, our last international of 
the season, and if they were all available I 
should confidently expect to see them re- 
selected. Two forwards will probably have 
to be found to replace J. D. Clinch and J. 
M. McVicker, who are at present on tour in 
South Africa with the British XV. ©The 
former would be sorely missed, as there aré 
few better forwards and none more versatile ; 
the latter, while not catching the eye as. 
much as Clinch, is, nevertheless, a 
first-class player, who gets through an 
enormous amount of hard, if not showy, werk. 
Both, however, may be back in time for the 
New Zealand match. Of course, there is al-. 
ways the possibility of some new stars makin 
their appearance in the first few games, but 
imagine the selettdrs “would” prefer’ ‘to have 
Ireland represented in this game by seasoned’ 
warriors than by “tenderfoots.’’ The latter 
will have their chances in the Inter-provincials 
and Trials later in the season. . 

It is worth mentioning here that the ‘‘All 
Blacks” will have played 13 matches-—most of 
them against English counties—before they 
oppose. us. This enables the tourists to have 
the advantage over Ireland that their players 
will have: had considerable practice as a team, 
whilst. ours will not. have had any such op- 
portunities. This advantage would be con- 
siderably lessened if the Rugby Union arrange 
to have the Irish XV. selected about the 
middle of October, and make two additions 
to the Fixture List, which I would suggest 
as follows—viz., October 15th—Ireland v. The 
Rest (Belfast); and October 22nd-— Ireland v. 
The Rest (Dublin). No sound reason, in my 
opinion, can be put forward why these games 
should not take place, and there can be no 
doubt about the benefit they would confer on 
Ireland's chance on. Novemer Ist.

IRISH NATIONAL 
PILGRIMAGE. 


-“ 


THE DEPARTURE FOR 
LOURDES. 


The first section of the Irish national pil- 
grimage to the shrine at Lourdes, in the South 
of France, started yesterday morning by the 
mail boat from Kingstown for Holyhead and 
London. There have been many previous 
pilgrimages of this kind from Ireland, but 
none’ approaching this one in numerical 
strength. For several months past arrange- 
ments were being made for a journey which 
involves careful organisation and a long and 
tedious travel by land and sea. Those who 
are in charge of the actabaepente believe that 
everything that is humanly possible has been 
dorie to ensure the comfort of all the pilgrims, 


setting out in the hope that their visit to the 
famous shrine will result in their cure. 

It is stated that four thousand men and 
women, all told, are joining in the pilgrimage. 
Of this number about two hundred left Ire- 
land yesterday morning. They came from 
different parts of the country, and were ac- 
companied by bishops and priests, among them 
being the Archbishop of Cashel, the Bishop 
of Clogher, the Bishop of Dromore, the Bishop 
of Derry, Right Rev. Monsignor O'Leary, 
Tralee; the Very Rev. W. Lockhart, P.P., 
V.F., Eadestown, Naas (General Secretary of 
the Pilgrimage); the Very Rev. Canon 
Sexton, P.P., Cloyne; Archdeacon Cotter, 
P.P., Tipperary ; nad M. F. Scanian, P.P., 
Spa, Tralee; the Rev. C. Henry and the Rev. 

. Quigley, Ferns; the Rev. T. Flannery, 
P.P., Castlemartyr, Co. Cork; the Rev. J. 
Griffin, P.P., uff, Derry; the Rev. T. 
Griffin, Iskaheen, Derry; the Rev. J. 
O'Doherty, Letterkenny; the Rev. P. Healy, 
P.P., Kilqtiade, Co. Wicklow. About twenty 
nuns were of the party. No invalids were 
taken by this route. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Harty, speaking to a 
representative of the Press at Kingstown, 
said that the main purpose of the pilgrimage 
was to intercede for peace and spiritual pro- 
gress for the Irish nation, 

The travellers rested in London last night, 
and will reach Paris this evening at about sx 
o'clock. They will spend the Sunday in the 
French capital, which they will leave at eight 
o'clock on Monday morning, and they will 
arrive at Lourdes the same night. 

Next Monday night about five hundred of 
the invalid pilgrims will embark at the North 
Wall, Dublin, on the seoenanee Chicago, a 
vessel of 10,000 tons, which will go direct to 
Bordeaux. Although there is accommodation 
for sixteen hundred passengers on board, only 
three hundred, in addition to the five hundred 
invalids, will be allowed to embark. This 
method of travel is chosen in preference to 
the overland route, because it involves less 
trouble to the invalids. From Bordeaux they 
will go to their destination, the train journey 
ec ig between four and five hours. 
Dublin Pro-Cathedral Palestrina Choir, con- 
sisting of fifteen men and thirty-five boys, 
accompanied by their musical director, Mr. 
Vincent O’Brien, will go by this route, as 


chemist, and about fifty nurses. Thirty men 
and twenty women, all members of the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade, will be of the 
arty. The general body of the pilgrims will 
eave Ireland on Monday evening by Belfast, 
Kingstown, and Rogslare. Other bishops who 
will take part in the pilgrimage are the 
Most Rev. Dr. O’Donnell, Armagh; Dr. 
Hackett, Waterford; Dr. O'Sullivan, Kerry ; 
Dr. Downey, Ossory. It was Cardinal 
Logue’s intention to join the pilgrimage, but 
at the last moment he was advised that the 
journey was likely to overtax his physical 
strength. 

All possible care and attention will be given 
to the invalids on board ship and in the 
railway trains, and priests, doctors and nurses’ 
will be on evéry train. About five hundred’ 
É rims from k and the South-West of 
reland will go via Rosslare and Fishguard, 
and will cross from Folkestone to Boulogne 
and go thence to Orleans, where they will 
break the journey. About eight hundred 
persons from places north of Dundalk will 
travel via Belfast to Fleetwood, London and 
Folkestone. 


The religious ceremonies at Lourdes will 
begin on Friday morning with a procession 
to the Grotto, and they will be continued 
from day to day until the 7th and. 8th of 
October, when the pilgrims will leave Lourdes 
on their journey home. -

An Appeal to Labour. 


We welcome the appeal which is pub- 
lished to-day by the National Executive 
of the Irish Labour Party and Trade 
Union Congress. Mr. Thomas Johnson 
and his colleagues warn the workingmen 
of the Free State, in plain terms, against 
the ruin which lack of discipline is bring- 
ing upon themselves and upon the best 
interests of the people. The National 
Executive itself is not guiltless in the 
matter. It has shown in recent years a 
very poor sense of leadership, and its 
own teaching, by ignoring or defying 
economic facts, has promoted many of 
the evils which it now laments. The 
workers have been encouraged con- 
sistently to demand from_industry mors 
than industry could provide. Even in 


it has been able to keep wages on a higher 
level here than in Great Britain—with the 
inevitable results, of course, that capital 
has been driven out of the country, and 
unemployment and the cost of living have 
increased. The new sixpenny tax, which 
represents the Free State Government's 


duction, is the latest monument to the ex 
Labour Party's economie statesmanship.

These very facts, however, lend weight to 


the National Executive’s warning; for it 
would not have exposed itself to the, 
obvious criticism which its manifesto in- 
vites if it had not become thoroughly 


alarmed. There is every justification for 


its fears. To-day the trade unionist 
movement in Dublin is shattered by in- 
ternal dissensions. It has thrown away its 
Magna Charta—the principle of collective 
bargaining—and organised industry can 
have no useful relations with it. The 
latest strikes in Dublin have been wicked, 
senseless and suicidal in an almost un- 
paralleled degree. The workers themselves 
and the poor of the city have been the 
worst sufferers. Mr. Johnson and his 
colleagues realise that this rake’s progress 
can end only in political, social and 
economic anarchy which must seal the 
doom of the whole State. They confess 
that they are frightened by the rapid 
decline of manufacturing and agricultural 
production which is the direct outcome of 
these interminable disputes. We hope 
earnestly that their appeal will be suc- 
cessful, and we are quite certain that the 
employing classes will support it by every 
means in their power. Only its own exer- 
tions, however, will save trade unionism 
in the Free State. If the situation is to 
be mended, two things are necessary. The 
leaders of the Labour movement must 
restore discipline in the ranks and must 
re-establish the sanctity of collective 
bargaining. They must educate their 
followers out of the ignorance that 
makes them the victims of any irre- 
sponsible agitator who appeals to their 
primitive instincts of turbulence and 
greed. Industrial prosperity can come to 
the Free State in only one way. The 
working “Classes, through the precept and 
example of their leaders, must set their 
feet upon the path of enlightened co-opera 
tion between Capital and Labour. 


Conservative Policy. 


The political metamorphoses of Mr. 
Winston Churchill are extremely interest- 
ing. His latest declaration of faith was 
made at Edinburgh on Thursday, when, 
under the egis of the Earl of Balfour, he 
appeared on the same platform as Sir 
Robert Horne. Since the sad death cf 
Mr. Bonar Law British Conservatism has 
been in a bad way. It has lacked the 
force which, it seems, Mr. 
Churchill is now anxious to supply. 
Apparently he proposes to make a 
bid for the leadership of the Con- 
servative Party, and to infuse into its 
counsels that element of virile imagina- 
tion of which it stands.so much in need. 
His speech at Edinburgh was a statement 
of policy. It was definite, courageous and 
straightforward. Mr. Churchill is oppose 
to Socialism and will fight it tooth and 
nail. He does not allow himself to be 
lulled into a feeling of false security by 
the fact that Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s 
Government has not introduced any re- 
volutionary legislation or tried during its 
first year of office to subvert the British 
Constitution. On the contrary, he believes 
that the return to power of the Labour 
Party with an independent majority 
would be disastrous for the nation. 
Three or four years of stable govern- 
ment are necessary, says Mr, Churchill, 
and he invites the Liberals to join 
in a crusade against the Socialists. 
Tariff Reform, as Mr. Chamberlain 
understood the term, is dead, and no great 
gulf of principle divides the two historic 
parties. They are united in their detesta- 
tion of the proposed treaty with Soviet 
Russia ; their foreign policies are virtually 
identical, and Mr. Churchill challenges 
the Liberal leaders to name one issue of 
importance in regard to which there is a 
really serious cleavage of opinion. The 
proposal to unite the historic parties 
against Socialism is not new, and there is 
no doubt that, if it could be translated 
into practice, much good would result. 

At present Mr. Churchill is without a 
seat in the House of Commons; but, in all 
probability, he will be elected for the 
vacant seat in the Epping Division, which 
is regarded as a ‘“‘safe’’ seat for Con- 
servatism. In that event the question of 
his admission to the so-called ‘‘ Shadow 
Cabinet ” will arise immediately. Mr. 
Churchill must be in the van of any move- 
ment to which he belongs. He is consti- 
tutionally incapable of remaining in the 
background, and it is fairly certain that 
his conversion to Conservatism was not 
uninfluenced by substantial guarantees of 
political power. He will be an excellent 
acquisition to the directorate of the party. 
If Conservatism intends to recover power 
at the next election, it must formulate a 
policy which will capture the imagination. 
There must be a definite programme in 
regard to such vital matters as unemploy- 
ment, housing, taxation, trade, etc., and 
Mr. Churchill, undoubtedly, would be the 
best architect of such a programme. The 
“ Shadow Cabinet ” has everything except 
energy and vision, both of which qualities 
Mr. Churchill possesses in abundant 
measure. Of course, he cannot be given a 
free hand, but the admirable caution of 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin will act as a 
corrective of his rather exuberant enthu- 
siasm, and the combination of these two 
men ought to achieve great things for the 
party. For the moment all the energies 
of Conservatism are likely to be directed 
towards the defeat of the proposed Russian 
Treaty. Mr. Churchill’s vigorous denuncia- 
tion has given an excellent lead to Con- 
servatives throughout the country, and is 
likely to attract to his side thousands of 
voters who a few months ago would have 
rejected any dealings with him.

Walter Long. 


We learn, with much regret, at an early 
hour this morning, that Viscount Long 
of Wraxall is dead. All Irishmen will 
mourn the passing of this great pillar of 
the Unionist Party—Nationalists hardly 
less than adherents of his own political 
creed; for Walter Long was one of the 
most impartial and most fair-minded Chief 
Secretaries who ever came from England 
to rule our storm-tossed land. During his 
period at- the Chief Secretary's Lodge 
Ireland was unwontedly peaceful. Hecame 
just before the end of the Balfour Govern- 
ment which was overwhelmed by renascent 


dynamic 


Liberalism at the 1906 election ; and during | 


his tenure of office the seal was placed on 
the beneficent work which was done by 
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Conservatism for Ireland during the first 


few y of the present century. Lord 
Long was recognised by all parties as a 
man of the-highest character—just, broad- 
minded and fearless, while his culture 
placed him among the last of that giant 
race of British Parliamentarians which, 
unfortunately, is becoming rapidly a 
memory at Westminster. His career in 
British politics was as successful as it 
was distinguished. His work at the 
Admiralty immediately after the war was 
particularly difficult, inasmuch as it fell 
to his lot to begin the reduction of the 
Navy and to prepare the way for the 
Washington Agreement. Chance robbed 
him of the leadership of the Unionist Party 
when Mr. Palfour retired, but Mr. Bonar 
Law had to more loyal colleague during 
his long tenure of office in that capacity. 
Lord Long was one of the most convinced 
supporters of the legislative Union with 
Great Britain, but it was typical of the 
man’s breadth of vision that, when the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty was signed, he tried 
to reconcile himself to the new conditions 
and became a sincere well-wisher of the 
Irish Free State. 


The Revival of France. 


The economic revival in France is 
indicated by the returns for French 
foreign trade during the first eight months 
of this year. The value of the total 
imports into France for this period 
amounted to over 26 thousand million 
francs—an increase of six thousand million 
over the amount for the corresponding 
period last year. The value of exports 
amounted to over 27 thousand million 
francs, an increase of eight thousand 
million, Thug France has now turned 
the trade balance into her favour. Her 
best customer is still Great Britain, to 
which over five thousand million francs’ 
worth of goods were sent in the present 
year—an increase of nearly twenty 
per cent. These figures confirm the 
report recently made by Mr. J. R. Cahill, 
British Commercial Counsellor in Paris, 
which stated that the position of French 
industry, in material and technical 
resources alike, was far superior to that 
of 1914, ‘The brilliant economic revival 
in France that ensued in the early months 
cf 1922,” Mr. Cahill wrote, “has as yet 
suffered no eclipse.” The entire popula- 
tion is in full employment, and the only 
restriction on production is the dearth of 
labour. Last year France received over 
a quarter of a million immigrants, drawn 
from almost every nation in Europe, and 
about a million foreign workers are em- 
ployed in industry and _ reconstruction. 
Efforts to secure labour from the hosts 
of British unemployed were unsuccessful. 
English workers, it seems, object to 
French working hours, the French diet 
and the wage of twenty francs a day, 
which the rate of exchange causes to 
appear so small. Perhaps, also, the 
“dole” helps to: keep them at home. 


Publishers’ Wares. 


A book-list which we have received from 
a Spanish firm of publishers bears on the 
cover this encouraging motto from ‘‘ Don 
Quixote '— No hay libro tan malo que 
no tenga algo bueno.’’ Commercial men 
in these countries might hold it an over- 
modest praise of one’s wares thus to 
declare that ‘‘ there is no book so bad but 
that it contains some good.’’ It needs 
the sardonic Spanish temperament to com- 
mend goods with a “ take them or leave 
them.” Our publishers generally show no 
false modesty about the merits of the 
works that they offer for sale. The book 
“jacket,” which began as a dust-cover of 
flimsy paper, intended to preserve the 
volume from being soiled while awaiting 
a buyer, was soon made to carry vivid and 
exciting pictures illustrating the book’s 
contents. Perhaps, such advertisement 
is needful for the persuasion of a more 
phlegmatic public than the Spanish; or 
are we to suppose that our Iberian friends 
are less discriminating and ask only for 
reading matter wherewith to wile away 
the languid hours? Charles Lamb would 
not agree with the dictum of Cervantes: 
for he reckoned not merely directories and 
scientific treatises, but the work of many 
famous historians, among the  biblia 
abiblia, or “ books which are no books.”’

THE FREE STATE'S CASE. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Fripay Nicat. 


Mr. James MacNeill, the High Com- 
missioner for the Irish Free State in 
London, entertained a large party of 
British journalists to luncheon at the 
Hotel Victoria to-day, when some interest- 
ing speeches were made. Mr. MacNeill, 
who had returned from Geneva for the 
purpose of speaking, had carefully pre- 

his remarks, which he from 
a typewritten document, and it may have 
been due to his Geneva experiences that 
he opened with the statement that “it 
seems that the very controversial ques- 
tion of the Bound Commission is being 
treated in quarters here rather as a party 
question than as an international ques- 
tion.” His speech was really a very 
carefully phrased exposition of the Free 
State point of view on the boundary ques- 
tion. Mr. MacNeill laid stress on the 
fact that the Free State Government has 
always been willing to discuss the terms 
of a friendly settlement, and suggested 
that the arbitration proposal does not 
prevent a friendly settlement, and might 
expedite it. The speech was listened to 
with very close attention by a gathering 
better able than most to appreciate what 
is said in a speech, and what is conveyed 
by much that is left unsaid, and when 
the Commissioner sat down he was given 
a warm tribute of applause. 


An English Plan. 


The proceedings possessed added interest 
from the fact that Mr. Wickham Steed 
sat on the right hand of the Com- 
missioner, while next to him sat 
M:. J. Spender, and then Mr. Bolton 
Waller. r. Wickham Steed made quite 
a long speech, suggesting that a way out 
of the difficulty would be for the Free 
State to make a sacrifice and return to 
Ulster three counties which ‘she had lost, 
and that Ulster should then come into a 
Council of All Ireland with a view to 
ultimate unity. He feared that the 
Boundary Commission would not produce 
a real settlement, but would lead to con- 
tinual friction and even bloodshed. This 
speech, I imagine, was not in the pro- 
gramme; for its delivery came as 4 
surprise to those present. The scheme has 
‘already been submitted to the Irish 
leaders and not found acceptable. Mr. 
MacNeill invited questions from those 
present, and a number were put, but in 
no case did they: elicit anything that is 
unknown. 


Conserva?i:@ Ming o ngs. 


The Irish situation is causing consider- 
able perturbation among the Conservative 
leaders, and, since yesterday's meeting of 
the “Shadow Cabinet ” proved to be in- 
conclusive, it is certain that there will be 
another Ddefore Parliament meets. The 
situation is clearness itself, ].ut that does 
not make it the less difficult. There is a 
general desire in the party that a clause 
shall be inserted in the Bill confining the 
Commission to a mere rectification of the 
boundary. Such an amendment cannot 
be moved in the Commons. It can be 
added to the Bill in the House of Lords, 
but it would be rejected on the return of 
the Bill to the Commons. Recognising 
this, some members of the party want the 
House of Lords to reject the Bill 
altogether, but this would mean a general 
election, with a great attack on the House 
of Lords as the issue, and the Socialists 
would rejoice at ‘the opportunity. The 
leaders of the Conservative Party have to 
consider what they think best for this 
country, while strongly supporting the 
cause of Ulster. 


The Turkish Trouble. 


I understand that the Government is 
gravely concerned regarding the trouble 
with the Turks on the frontier of Iraq, 
and the Prime Minister, in an interview 
with the Turkish Minister, has impressed 
this point of view upon the Turkish 
Government. The Government here has 
the advantage of havin 
body on the spot ; for Lord Thomson, the 
Air Minister, is now in Iraq, having left 
London on September 17th on a visit of 
inspection. He is not due back until the 
middle of next month, but he will probably 
return immediately if he thinks the situa- 
tion dangerous. 


Air Policy. 


Air Marshal Sir John Salmond deserves 
the chief credit for the air policy which 
is now being carried out so vigorously in 
Iraq. It was he who organised the force 
in Iraq, making its strength felt in the out- 
lying parts of the country, and last spring 
it captured Rowanduz, so making the whole 
of the Mosul frontier tranquil. His policy 
was well continued by Air Vice-Marshal 
J. F. A. Higgins, to whom he said should 
be given the credit for the occupation last 
July of the town of Suleimanieh, which 
has been probably the most troublesome 
focus of anti-British intrigue in all 
Kurdistan. The present activities are 
being conducted by Air Commodore 
H. C. T. Dowding, who was appointed 
to the Iraq command in September. 


Tea Drinking, 


According to an authority on the tea 

sition, the increased demand from the 

nited States since prohibition came into 
operation has not n counterbalanced 
by an increase in the production. India, 
Africa and most of the European countries 
are now developing the tea-drinking habit 
on a larger scale, and, as this is the 
period between the seasons, available sup- 
plies are unusually Iow. Stocks, however, 
are believed to be sufficient to prevent any 
considerable rise in prices, though there 
is a possibility that the new season’s yield, 
which will come on the market shortly, 
will be a little dearer, should competition 
for the early consignments prove heen. 


Light Aeroplanes. 


The competitions for light aeroplanes 
begin at Lympne to-morrow, when the 
nineteen machines which’ have been 
entered will pass the eliminating tests 
preparatory to the actual flying contests, 
which start next Monday. ‘Tomorrow's 
proceedings are mainly concerned with an 
official inspection of all the machines for 
the purpose of ensuring compliance with 
the rules concerning control from both 
seats. and capability of being folded and 
wheeled along an ordinary road. There 
is little doubt that all the machines will 
b>» found to come within the scope of the 
regulations, and that they will receive 
permission to take part in the flights next 
week, Last year the competition was for 
single-seater machines with engines not 
exceeding 750 c.c., while this year the 
machines are all of the two-seater type, 
with engines up to 1,100 «.c. The latter 
machines are those selected by the Air 
Ministry for the equipment of the flying 
clubs which it is proposed to form with 
assistance from State funds.

DUBLIN AND THE 
MIDLANDS. 


EXTENSIVE FLOODING. 
(By Our AGRICULTUBRAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 


The recent storms and floods throughout 
the country have taken heavy toll of the 
crops. Potatoes, especially, have suffered 
badly, and a substantial shortage in the 
supply seems inevitable. The effect of the 
weather will also be apparent on the quality 
and quantity of cereals to be threshed. 

Even on land which is ordinarily fairly 
dry during rainy seasons, the agricultural 
outlook is gloomy. Within living memory, 
the ground was never known to be so sodden 
as it is, even in favoured districts, and, as 
a result, very serious damage has been sus- 
tained by crops which are still unharvested. 
They include potatoes, which had shown pro- 
mise of being both sound and plentiful, 
but, with an excess of moisture in the soil, 
there is now a danger that they will become 
diseased. In good crop-growing districts 
like Harristown, within fifteen miles of 
Dublin, I find that fully fifty per cent. of 
the potatoes are far from healthy. The in- 
dications are that, when put into pits,* they 
will not ‘*‘ keep ” until springtime. Conse- 
quently, some farmers, in order to avoid a 
total loss of this crop, are hurrying supplies 
to the market, or feeding them to pigs. ith 
such a state of affairs prevailing so early 
in the season, in a district that is favourably 
situated, it is not difficult to visualise the 
position of farmers on lands which are 
naturally wet and low-lying. There are a 
few such places in the County Dublin, but 
some that I saw on a journey through the 
Midlands and the South during the present 
we-k present a deplorable appearance. 


COUNTRYSIDE UNDER WATER. 


At Monasterevan, and over a large area for 
miles in every direction, the country pre- 
sents the appearance of a vast lake, with the 
trees and hedges appearing above the water 
here and there. ere is no foothold for 
live stock, and whatever crops were there 
before the floods have been swamped. In ad- 
joining districts hay cocks aud 
corn stooks stand in water foot 
deep. Corn which is still uncut 
has gone almost white in the straw, owing to 
the persistent rains, and root crops have re- 
ceived a very serious setback. On the 
more exposed, and, therefore, drier, lands, 
crops that escaped damage by flooding were 
severly buffetted by the recent storm. Hay 
cocks and grain steooks were not only 
knocked down, but. torn asunder, and ex- 
posed to the fury of the elements. The 
shelling of oats and barley and of wheat, 
where it is grown, is widespread, and the 
crows are having a rare feast of grain. 
Around Athlone and along the valley of the 
Shannon there are miles of rich arable land 
under water,and considerable danger is experi- 
enced in traversing it. A similar state of 
affairs prevails in the extensive stretch of 
country ranging from Limerick Junction to 
Cork; and again between Mullingar and 
Sligo. In all directions the outlook is 
depressing. 


HOPE ABANDONED. 


Whatever hope there was of completing the 
harvest before the heavy storm and the rain- 
fall which marked the close of the Summer 
Time period has now been dispelled. It is 
now certain that potatoes will be of doubtful 
quality. Hay iad corn, which were partially 
saved, have been so badly damaged that their 
feeding value will be r. Grain crops that 
remain in the ground are so saturated and 
‘lodged’ that any further attempt at 
harvesting them may well prove hopeless. 
An improvement in the weather now can do 
little good. A considerable proportion of the 
corn and grain crops, fortunately, had 
paved in fairly good condition before last 
week’s rainstorm, It was then believed that 
a short spell of dry weather would retrieve 
a critical situation, but this did not come, 
nd a great deal of the grain on most farms 
Vill only be fit for stock-feeding. For this 

rpose, if the worst should come, home- 

wn cereals are equal to imported maize 
apd wheat offals. Where possible, when 
what remains of the cereals has been 


ct on th pigs and poultry should be turned 


out on the stubble in order to take the fullest 
advantage of the grain which has been shed. 
In this way condition could be put on cer- 
tain classes of stock without much additional

oots, in the absence of suitable growing 
comditions, are at a stand-still, and cannot 
be of material assistance to stock-feeders who 
relled upon them to tide over the season when 
grass is scarce. Some farmers, in view of 
climatic conditions in the early part of the 
season, wisely decided to convert some of 
thejr grass and other vegetation into ensilage, 
while others had the foresight to grow green 
crops specially for the purpose. is has 
beeh done by men who know the advantag=s 
of ensilage as a beef-maker and milk-pro- 
ducer. Something has also been done by way 
of growing er crops. and these should 
help many a farmer over a difficult time. 


POTATOES AND TURF. 


All over the country it is feared that 
potatoes will not keep in the pits. This will 
raise a very serious problem during the earl 
part of next year. How to deal with it will 
ae grave consideration. 

n the Bog of Allen area, and in other 
districts where turf is almost the only fuel, 
the saving of peat has proved a failure. 
Turf which has been already cut is still wet, 
and further cutting is out of the question. 
In this respect, therefore, the position 1s 
critical.

AN ARREST. 


At the District Sessions at Dunlavin, be- 
fore Mr. Price. a young man named Hug 
O'Rourke, of Tinahely, was remanded on a 
charge of having taken part in the robbery 
of the Dunlavin Branch of the Munster and 
Leinster Bank in May, 1922.

DUBLIN FISH MARKET 
DISPUTE. 


GOOD SUPPLIES IN THE SHOPS. 


The position of the Dublin  trawlin 
industry is unchanged. Yesterday the fis 
merchants received several jarge consignments 
from English and Scottish exporters, and 
were able to deal with a big demand, which 
is usual on Fridays. Imported fish fell some- 
what in price, but country fish, which were 
scarce, were dearer. 

Prices generally dropped yesterday from 
120 to 75 per cent. above the normal. Several 
merchants, it is said, sold imported fish at 
a loss, so that they might not lose any of 
their custom. So far there has been no felt 
shortage of fish, and the hospitals and public 
institutions have had their usual supplies. 

No attempt was made to stop the sales or 
delivery of fish yesterday. In a speech, before 
a meeting of idle workers, at the Fish 
Market, Mr. Peter Larkin expressed a hope 
that the dispute would be «settled soon, 
adding that his brother, James, was now in 
England “ negotiating for the importation of 
fish to Dublin.”’ 

EASING THE SITUATION. 

An important meeting was held yesterday 
evening between the members of the Retail 
Fish and Poultry Association of Dublin, and 
members of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union with the object of arriving 
at a decision regarding the fish supply of the 
city. 

It was decided by the representatives of the 
Transport Workers’ Union to submit certain 
suggestions which had been put forward to 
a meeting of the Fish Workers’ section on 
Sunday. 

It is stated that there will be no. scarcity 
of fish during the coming week, and the prices 
will be normal. .

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SUCCESSFUL FIRST FLIGHT. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 

BERLIN, Friday. 

The thirty hours’ test flight of the ditehiek 
ZR3, has proved a success, The passage of 
the Zeppelin provided a great emotional ex- 
perience for millions of Germans. To-day, 
during the flight, the machine ceased to be 
an airship and became a symbol! of the coun- 
try is reviving power, and a pledge—as Ger- 
mans now see the situation—that the era of 
helotry, dating from the Armistice, is ending. 

The airship throughout the night sailed 
over the Baltic Sea, at one time coming 
within sight of the lights of Copenhagen. It 
‘then went eastwards, at a hun- 
dred miles an hour, towards Danzig. 
The searchlights of German and Swedis 
cruisers picked out the airship and syrens 
greeted her. Shots were fired at intervals 
during the night, in order that, by measuring 
their sound waves, the height of the airship 
might be ascertained/ Navigation was by 
means of wircless. 

Most of the seventy-three people on board 
slept comfortably during the night. Berlin 
was reached about 9.30 this morning, the 
airship first hovering over the Staaken Aero- 
drome and dropping postbags and then head- 
ing for the capital. Aeroplanes carrying film 
photographers followed it. The airship 
eventually returned to Friedrichshaven, where 
it was safely moored. This evening it flew 
over Dresden and Chemnitz.

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We regret to announce that the illness of 
Viscount Long of Wraxall terminated 
fatally last evening, when his lordship 
died at his Wiltshire seat, Rood Ashton, 
Trowbridge. - 

Although a Wiltshire man, and the Lord 
Lieutenant oí his county, Viscount Long 
of Wraxall will probably be best, remem- 
bered for his association with Ireland, 
where he was personally held in high 
esteem by all classes, and not least by his 
political opponents. 

Born at Bath in 1854, his mother was a 
daughter of the Right Hon. W. W. Fitz- 
william Hume Dick, who was for thirty 
years member of Parliament for Wicklow 
(1850-80). His grandfather passed out of 
public life shortly arfter the advent of 
Parnell, and Mr. Walter Long, as he then 
was, passed most of his career as a 
strenuous opponent of the Home Rule 
policy of which Parnell was the principal 
champion. 

He was for four years—from 1906 to 
1910—the Unionist Parliamentary repre- 
sentative of South County Dublin, and he 
filled the office of Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land from 1905 to 1906. Another associa-

tion that Viscount Long had with Ireland 
was that his wife, Lady Doreen Long, 
whom he married in 1878, was the fourth 
daughter of the ninth Earl of Cork and 
Orrery. Although always a _ strenuous 
opponent of Home Rule, Lord Long en- 
joyed high esteem in the ranks of the 
Irish Parliamentary Party, where he was 
regarded as an honest and an honourable 
opponent. 

That this feeling was shared by the 
House of Commons was proved by the 
hearty manner in which his name was re- 
ceived when proposed for the leadership 
of the Conservative Party in succession to 
Mr. (now Lord) Balfour in 1911. At that 
time both Mr. Long and Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain withdrew their names in 
favour of Mr. Bonar Law. 

He was President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board 1915-16; Secretary of State 
for the Colonies 1916-18, and First Lord of 
the Admiralty 1919-21. 

Viscount Long is succeeded in the title 
by his thirteen-year-old grandson Walter, 
the son of the late Brigadier Long, who 
fell in the Great War. 

Among the messages of inquiry receive] 
during yesterday was the following from 
the King :—‘‘ The Queen and I are greatly 
concerned to hear of Lord Long’s serious 
illness, and trust to hear better news.’’— 
George R.I.’’

Born at Bath on July 13th, 1884, Walter 
Hume Long was the eldest son of the late 
Richard Penruddocke Long, of Rood Ashton, 
Wiltshire, and Dolforgan, Montgomeryshire, 
and Charlotte Anna, daughter of the Right 
Hon. William W. Fitzwilliam Hume-Dick, of 
Humewood, Co. Wicklow. Having received his 
earlier education at Harrow, he passed to 
Christ Church, Oxford, where, although he 
attained to no specially remarkable academic 
distinction, his high intellectual gifts were 
fully acknowledged by all with whom he came 
into contact. At the age of twenty-four he 
married Lady Dorothy Blanche Boyle, fourth 
daughter of the ninth Earl of Cork and 
Orrery, and thus became doubly connected 
with Ireland. Up to the time of his father’s 
death, in February, 1875, when he succeeded 
to the family estates, he had made no definite 
choice of a career, but now decided to enter 

olitical life. In 1880 he was. returned for 
North Wilts, a seat which his grandfather, 
Walter Long, had occupied for thirty years, 
and his father had held from 1865 to 1868. This 
constituency he continued to represent for five 
years, during the course of which he not only 
laid the foundation of his wide Parlia- 
mentary experience, but made considerable 
reputation both in the House of Commons 
and on public platfofms as an effective 
speaker and a sound, as well as broad- 
minded political reasoner. Elected member 
for the Devizes Division of Wiltshire in 
1885, and being now recognised as one of the 
most promising rising juniors of;the Unionist 
Party, he was appointed Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Local Government Board in 
the year succeeding. Mr. tg is entered 
upon the second period of his Parliamentary 
apprenticeship. A conscientious and in- 
detati able worker, he rapidly gained that 
special knowledge of departmental work 
which contributed in such large measure 
to his subsequent success as an administrator 
ia the higher offices of State. He won, 
moreover, the respect and sincere liking of 
his colleagues, who appreciated his great 
abilities and admired his personal qualities. 
During his seven years’ term of office as 
Secretary to the Board he rendered most 
valuable services, ' co-operating in perfect 
harmony with its President, Mr. (afterwards 
Lord) Ritchie, and it was freely admitted, 
both in Parliament and by the public at 
large, that the whole Department had never 
been under wiser or: more judicious control. 
At the general election of July, 1892, he lost 
his seat for Devizes, but was returned in De- 
cember for the West Derby Division of 
Liverpool. Mi 

Upon the formation of the Liberal-Unionist 
Government in 1895, Mr. Long was appointed 
President of the Board of Agriculture, and 
became a member of the Privy Council. He 
presided over the Department for five years 
with marked success. Undoubtedly, his most 
notable and important achievement was the 
extirpation of rabies in Great Britain. The 
scourge had become alarming, constituting, in 
fact, a source of In! menace to the 

when in April. 1897, he 
issued the Dogs’ Muzzling Order. The 
Order was unpopular, and provoked 
of somiewhat angry criticism.

TWO SWISS. A SWEDE 
AND A NORWEGIAN 


TO REPORT UPON 
SIEMENS PLAN. 


HE names of the four experts who are 

to examine and report upon Messrs. 

Siemens’s plan for using the Shannon to 

provide electric power in bulk in the Free 

State were announced last evening. A 

Swede, a Norwegian, and two Swiss 
engineers have been appointed :— 

Watpemar Borequist, Chief Director of 
the Waterpower Department, Royal 
Board of Waterfalls, Stockholm. 

T. Norserec ScHULs, Electricity Director, 
Norwegian Waterpower and Electricity 
Department, Christiania. 

Proresson A. Roun, President of the 
Swiss Society of Engineers and Archi- 
tects, and Rector of the Federal Poly- 
technic School, Zurich. 

Proresson E. Meryer-Perer, Professor of 
Hydraulic Construction in the Federal 
Polytechnic School, Zurich. i 

The last two named will act conjointly. 
It is officially stated that the experts 
will arrive in Dublin in the early part 
of next week, at which time the prin- 
cipal officers of Messrs. Siemens will also 
be in Ireland.. They will proceed. at once 
to the investigation of the scheme and the 


preparation of their report. 


CAREERS OF THE 
EXPERTS. 


- 


The following particulars of the four 
experts are officially communicated by the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce :— 


MR. BORGQUIST. 


Mr. Waldemar Borgquist was appointed 
Chief of Construction, and later Operating 
Engineer by the Swedish Government, when, 
in 1908, it began to build its first hydro- 
electric power station at Troll Hatten. On 
the constitution of a special*Government body 
under the name of the Kungl. Vatten- 
fallsstyreleen (Roy. Board of Waterfalls) to 
control the State waterways and power plant, 
Mr. Borgquist was placed at the head of the 
Electrical Department of the Board, and in 
1920 received the title of Chief Director. The 
Electrical Department is chiefly responsible 
for the projection and construction of the elec- 
trical part of the power stations, power trans- 
mission lines and transformer stations, and }s 
in charge of the sale of power and the cpera- 
tion of the completed plants. 

The State power system of Sweden includes 
four hydro-electric stations, aggregating 
242,000 K.W., and a steam reserve station of 
42,000 K.W., with 24 secondary and 335 
tertiary sub-stations. About one-third of the 
area of Sweden is thus supplied with light 
and power, and the State system generates 
some 35 per cent. of the total energy con- 
sumed in the country. 

Mr. Borgquist is a member of the In- 
geniérsvetenskapsakademien (Roy. Institution 
of Scientific Industrial Research), and is Chair- 
man of its electrical section. He has been 
a member of four Government Commissions 
investigating the legal aspects of the power 
question, general plans for electrification of 
the country as a whole, choice of a supply 
system for the electrification of the Swedish 
State railways and the Inter-Scandinavian 
power scheme. He has published numerous 
articles describing the power activities of the 
Swedish Government, and dealing with pro- 
blems connected with Sweden's water power 
resources and their utilisation. 
contributed ‘> technical journals on operating 
conditions in hydro-electric.systems, on high- 
tension transmission of power, rural electri- 
fication and similar matters. 


MR. SCHULZ. 


Mr. Norberg Schulz was engaged on the 
construction of the first electrical power 
station in Norway in 1888, and acted as Con- 
sulting Engineer for the first hydro-electric 
station built in that country. In 1891 he be- 
came Managing Director of the municipal elec- 
tricity works of Kristiania, and developed 
and managed these works until 1920, when he 
was appointed Electricity Director for the new 
organisation of Howedstvret for Norges Vass- 
drags—of Elektrisitetsvesen (Norwegian 
Water-Power and Electricity Department). In 
1891 he built the steam wer station in 
Kristiania, and in 1898-1900 the hydro-electric 
power station at Hammeren. 

Mr. Norberg Schulz has been a member of 
numerous Commissions, such as the Commis- 
sion of Construction and Operation . for 
Mefkoss-Solbergfoss hydro-electric power 
station, of the Smaalens Committee for de- 
termining prices and other conditions for the 
sale of electricity in that territory, and of the 
Government Committee for examining the 
plans of the Nore power station (200,000 h.p.). 
At present he is in charge of the construction 
of the power transmission lines from. the last- 
mentioned power stations and of the sale of 
power produced by these stations in South- 
Eastern Norway. 

He has been since 1894 consulting engineer 
to the Norwegian .Government in electrical 
matters and in questions relating to electrical 
power stations and power distribution. In 
1915 he was elected president of ‘‘ Polyteknish 
Forening.”’ 

Mr. Norberg Schulz has published many 
articles on the electrical and economic aspect 
of the construction and operation of power 
stations and on load conditions and their

PROFESSOR ROHN. 
Professor Rohn was i ang in 1908 Pro- 


fessor of Engineering Science in the civil 
engineering section of the Federal Polytechnic 
School at Zurich. In 1912 he visited Russia 
to investigate for a Franco-Russian syndicate 
the navigable channels and water-power of 
the Dnieper and the Don-Volga. In 1915 he 
represented the Swiss Federal Council on the 
International Congress of Engineers in San

POSITION OF THE LABOUR 


REPRESENTATIVES. 


The National Executive Council of the Irish 
Labour Party and Trade Union Congress

of Labour. The Tribunal will not act as a 
General Board of Control over the railways, 
and the appointment of a member from the 
Panel to act as a member of the Tribunal is 
st-ictly limited to proceedings dealing with 
the general revision of rates, fares, classifica- 
tion of merchandise, etc. 

The enlarged Tribunal will not deal at all 
with conditions of employment, and the work 
of the Tribunal will only affect these in so 
far as oy may be influenced by the general 
level of the rates and fares fixed. e ex- 
ception may, of course, be important, and it 
mee lead to an awkward situation if a 
railwaymen’s representativo were to be a 

rty to the fixing of rates, thus determining 
in some degree the revenues of the railway 
companies. 

The National Executive takes the view that 
Labour members of the Panel should repre- 
sent the general interests of the working- 
class and travelling public, rather than the 
special interests of the employés of the rail- 
Ways in question. ' : 

It is understood that this has been also 
the view of your Union in exactly the same 
circumstance in Great Britain, where, as 
you are aware, railway amalgamation was 
accompanied by the setting up of a Railway 
Tribunal and of a Panel in the same way as 
has been done here.

FRENCH FOREIGN TRADE. 


ENGLAND STILL THE BEST 
CUSTOMER. 
PARIS, Friday. 

Durirg the first eight months of the vear 
France imported from foreign countries, 
Colonies and Protectorates goods to the total 
value of 26,044,575,00 francs, or an increase 
of 6,127,640,000 francs, as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year. France's 
imports from the United States totalled 
5,670,367,000 francs, and those from Great 
Britain 3,217,480,000 francs, the Belgium- 
Luxembourg Union coming next with 
1,713,072,000 francs. 

Imports from Germany amounted to 
1,350,561,000 francs, an increase of 779,934,000 
francs as compared with last year. 

In every case, except three, imports have 
increased, these three being Norway, Indo- 
China, and Great Britain. During the first 
eight months of last vear, France imported 
5,387 447,000 francs worth of goods from 
Great Britain, this vear’s figures showing a 
decrease of 169,967,000 francs. French im- 
ports from Canada amounted to 368.104,000 
francs, as compared with 255,820,000 francs 
last year. 

The total French exports to foreign 
countries and Protectorates for the first eight 
months of the year amounted to 27,263.159,000 
francs, showing an increase of 8,215.584,000 
francs as compared with last vear. 

France's best customer is still Great Britain, 
to which 5,279,968,000 francs worth of goods 
were sent during the period under review, 
showing an increase of 1,211,267,000 francs 
as compared with !ast year. 

France exported to the Belgium-Luxem- 
bourg Union 4,777,232,000 francs, to Germany 
2,469 810,000 francs, an increase of 
1,802,474,000 francs as compared with last 
vear; and to the United States 2,153,515,000 
francs. Exports to Canada amounted to 
225.037,000 francs, an increase of 118.174,000 
francs as compared with last vear.-—(Reuter. )

GREAT BRITAIN’S POSITION

Mr. McNeill, in the course of his statement, 
pointed out that when the Treaty was made 
in 1921, Ireland was a unit, and their repre- 
sentatives negotiated as the representatives 
of Ireland, 

The right to opt for the British Govern- 
ment was not recognised by Irishmen as an 
absolute right of any Irish minority, but it 
was recognised by the great majority, as well 
as the most peaceful, as the surest means of 
obtaining Irish unity, and ending the hostility 
between Ireland and Great Britain. The 
unity might be delayed, but would come by 
agreement in due coufse. “We still have no 
doubt about that,’’ declared the High Com- 
missioner, 

“The recognition of the right of a minority 
to adhere to an external Government had 
not, so far as he knew, been imposed on any 
other people, of which the national rights 
had been recognised by the League of Nations. 
The resolutions of the Assembly of the League 
of Nations, which representatives of Great 
Britain and of the Dominions helped to frame, 
regarded minorities as deserving of protection, 
but not 6f segregation from the national unit. 

‘‘We in Ireland are, however, content that 
the minority should be segregated, as the 
Treaty provides, because we are convinced 
that their sentiment and interest will lead to 
reunion,” said Mr. McNeill. 

He went on to say that the meaning of 
Article 12 of the Treaty seemed to them to 
be quite clear. 

‘We understood the words in their plain 
sense, and in the sense in which the identical 
words were used in treaties made and carried 
into effect on the Continent at the same time, 
We did not. and do not, think that their 
meaning was to be gathered from the Berlin 
Treaty. which was, I think, made in Germany 
some time before the: new world was called 
in to redress the balance of the old.. We 
understood that the wishes of the people 
directly concerned were, as the words stated, 
of primary importance in this Treaty, as ip 
others.

“Was it that the. British people could 
not be trusted to understand this. secret 
doctrine in its fulmess?”” asked Mr.

The subject of the relations between North 
and South is difficult and perplexing, but it 
is obvious that the methods adopted so far 
by the various Governments concerned upon 
the Boundary issue can have no permanently 
peaceful or progressive result. ; 

When the change of Government came in 
Southern Ireland we offered our support to 
the lawfully constituted authority We have 
been loyal to the Government, we have given 
it financial support, we have accepted the 
positions we have been offered, and we have 
contributed materially to the stability of the 
State. It is profoundly regrettable that those 
in the six counties who, like ourselves, are 
living under a Government not of their own 
choosing, have not adopted the same policy. 
We, in the Free State are anxious to pro- 
mote the union of North and South, but we 
look with dismay upon the probability result. 
ing from the present situation. The 
Jrish Times has frequently, of late, brought 
these grave possibilities before the public, and 
yet we are drifting on. 

“ In what way, we ask, will the prospect of 
union be assisted by the findings of the 
Boundary Commission? Suppose that the 
best happens, and some Protestants are trans- 
ferred to the six counties and some man

The following call to prayer has been issued 
by the Rev. William Corrigan, President of

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ENGLISH SIGNATORY’S VIEW 
OF THE POSITION. 
Speaking at Lexdon, near Colchester, last 
night. Sir Laming Worthington-Evans de- 
clared that it was not intended by the English 
signatories to the Irish Treatv that there 
should be large transfers of territory, and. if 
the Commissioners felt themselves at liberty

LETTER TO 
MEMBERS. 


An open letter, addressed by the Ulster 
Association to members of the Impena! 
Parliament, says:—‘‘The British Parliament 
by the 1920 Act conferred autonomy on 
Ulster. It clearly and definitely specified the 
territory over which thd Parhament of 
Northern Ireland was to have jurisdiction. 

‘‘ What guarantee is there that a Commis- 
sion with regard to the cteation of which 
Ulster was never consulted, without its func- 
tions being defined before it sets to work, will 
not truncate Ulster? It is not leaving the 
way open for the rights and privileges of 
Ulster to be sacrificed? What, then, becomes 
of the pledge of the Coalition Prime Minister, 
that failing settlement by agreement, the 
boundaries were to stand as defined by the 
1920 Act?" 

“ Sir James Craig has offered again and 
again to discuss with the representatives of 
the South a settlement by agreement. All 
his offers have been refused. Why, then. 
should Ulster be blamed for standing in the 
way of a settlement? 

“ Ulster does not come to you to-day ar » 
suppliant seeking a favour. She comes, as she 
has a right to do. as a loval daughter of the 
Imperial household, to ask you to see. that 
justice is done, and that the rights assured to 
her by Act of the Imperial Parliament are not 
now violated.’’ 

Discussing the events of the Great War, the 
letter speaks of ‘Ulster’s sacrifices, and goes 
on :—‘‘ The forts of our Allies at Verdun were 
falling. and the German Fleet was shelling the 
English coast. while British soldiers were 
being shot in Dublin, and while Southern Sinn 
Fein was in Jiaison with Germany for 
the overthrow of the» mother of 
Parliaments and the destruction of the 
‘whole fabric. of the British Empire. 
You cannot have forgotten those tragic facts. 
The House of Commons - recognised the 
difference between those two — of ideals 
when in 1920 it passed the Act that gave 
loyal Ulster a Parliament of her own, so that 
she should not go under the Parliament of 
the dis'oyal South. 

‘‘“That Parliament was modelled on the 
mother of Parliaments at Westminster. It 
accented the jurisdiction over, and the ad- 
ministration of. the territory assigned to it 
by the Imperial Parliament as a sacred trust. 
To attempt bv means of a Commission which 
was not provided for until more than a year 
after that Act was passed, or by any other 
means, to take away any of that territory is 
unconetitntional, and, above all, unjust.

the fact that they had made many _ sacrifices 
in the cause of peace, and, for the purpose of 
assisting the task of British Ministera to 
solve this thorny problem, they accepted the 
1920 Act, embodying ideas and _ principles 
which they were determined for years never 
to adopt. They had acquiesced in three 
countiés passing from their jurisdiction to 
that of the Free State, and now they were 
ready to discuss the adjustment of the 
boundary. When he said that he felt that 


conferences would be abortive, it was because 


he felt that the Free Btate representatives 
approached the problem from an angle which 
dstroyed any effort on their part towards ac- 
commodation and compromise. 

Ulster longed for a final settlement and 
the maintenance of her old traditions under 
the Union as an integral portion of the 
United Kingdom. The South, on the other 
hand, desired the extinction of Ulster as an 
Imperial unit and the inclusion of the whole 
of Ireland within the Free State, practically 
independent of Imperial connection. He 
would, therefore, urge the vital importance 
of a united attitude in support of the Go- 
vernment. They were at this moment in a 
more advantageots position than they had 
ever occupied before, and it was incumbent 
upon everyone to give no opportunity to their 
enemies. It was of vital importance to pur- 
sue a dignified, consistent and orderly course, 
The acknowledged justice of their case must 
place them in an unassailable position. 

A GRAVE DANGER. _. : 

This bill; continued Lord. Londonderry, 
may pass, or it may not pass. It may be 
amended, or it may not be amended. In 
fact, it may be supported, or at least not 
opposed, by those who are determinedly re- 
solved to resist to the uttermost the coercion 
of Ulster, but who still remain convinced, as 
they were during the passage of the Treaty 
bill, that nothing but the rectifieation of the 
boundary would be the result of the setting 
up of the Commission. We disagree with 
them in this. Our attitude must remain the 
same. We feel that there is a grave danger, 
and we stand on the pledge embodied in 
the Act of 1920 which constituted us as a 
self-governing community, exercising jurisdic- 
tion over the six counties specified in that 
Act. 

So far as is consistent with that position, 
we have made an advance in the hope of 
agreement, by consenting to negotiate with 
the Free State upon the rectification of the 
boundary. But that is as far as we can go. 
Claiming, as we do, this position under the 
British Crown, I say, with great deliberation 
and with a full sense of responsibility, that 
we cannot feel ourselves bound by the find- 
ings of a Commission set Gp ei an amending 
Act, with which we progeund y disa , to 
an Act of Parliament ratifying a Treaty, in 
which we had no part. 

In conclusion, Lord Londonderry said :—I 
feel that the message which we should send 
to the British Government from this great 
representative gathering should be that they 
may do exactly what they like with their 
bill. It contains elements of coercion which 
we resent. It is based u a broken pledge 
to us, and grounded in dishonesty. We can 
say to them that we in Ulster will have none 
of this bill. They can pass it, or they can 
withdraw it, but ‘we tell them, here and 
now, that the only possible séttlement of the 
Irish question is by negotiatoins between 
North and South on the basis on which our 
Prime Minister has frequently approached 
the subject. Until the Southern leaders are 
prepared to meet us in that manner and on 
that issue there can be no péace in Ireland.

The Coalition Govern- 
ment had no more watchful or merciless critic. 
His speeches in the House of Commpns were 
always trenchant, and upon many occasions 
specially embarrassing to his opponents, who 
learned to dread his intervention in debates 
on Irish questions. At the death of Colonel 
Saunderson in the autumn of 1906, he was 
chosen leader of the Irish Unionist members, 
and thenceforward directed their tactics with 
consummate ability. At the General Election 
oí January, 1910, he was @eturned for, the 
Strand: Division, his former seat being cap- 
tured by a Nationalist, and during the event- 
ful session of that year played a prominent 
part at Westminster. In July he strongly 
opposed the Parliamentary Franchise 
(Women) Bill. Later, when an attempt was 
was made to obtain Unionist support 
for the Devolution policy, revived under 
a new name, he took his stand - firmly 
upon the principle of “no compromise.” 
Again elected miember for the Strand at the 
General Election of BBeeember. he threw him- 
self into the thick ‘of the political struggle 
from the initiation -of the Coalition ro- 
gramme in the House of Commons, OE 
ing the Parliament Bill and the Government’s 
methods following in its train. In 1911, the 
year which saw the consolidation of the 
Ulster movement, he was among the first to 
endorse the protest of the Northern Province, 
subsequently stating his views freely in the 
well-known publication, ‘‘ Against Home 
Rule.”’ 

Vigorously attacking the Home Rule Bill 
upon its second reading in April, 1912, he 
declared that ‘‘ Unionists would be true to 
their friends in Ulster,’’ warning the Govern- 
ment upon a later occasion that '' Uletermen 


position would stand by them.’’ Nor did he 
alter his attitude of stern resistance to the 
Home Kule policy at any later stage. He gave 
unfaltering support to the principles enunciated 
from time to time on North of Ireland 
platforms by Unionist leaders during the 
critical period succeeding the passage of the 
Home Rule _ Bill Tor the second 
time through the House of Commons 

For a considerable interval in the latter half 
of 1913 Mr. Long was unable, through illness, 
to take any active part in public hfe. The 
outbreak of the Great War in 1914 found Mr. 
Long se much restored to health that he again 
threw himself unsparingly into active political 
life, and during the period of the war he 
filled many important offices of State. As 
President of the Local Government Board in 
England in 1915-16 his practical experience 
and knowledge of the i ca of that depart- 
ment proved of great service to the country. 
Under his administration the production of 
foodstuffs at home was increased and 
regulated, and shipping was organised to 
bring food from the Dominions. At the same 
time the people were organised and steps 
taken to stop all wastage and to avert the 
danger of any acute shortage, as was 
threatened by the German submarine cam- 
paign against the British mercantile fleet. In 
1916 Mr. Long’s activities were transferred to 
the office of Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. In that important post he showed 
tact, energy and organising capacity, and he 
continued to hold the Colonial Secretaryshi 

until the termination of hostilities. From 191 

to 1920 he filled the office of First Lord of the 
Admiralty in the Coalition Ministry. In 1918 
he was appointed a Governor of Harrow 
School. On retiring from office in the summer 
of 1921 Mr. Long was advanced to the peerage 
as Viscount Long.

Sir,—I see from the daily Press that the 
price of coal in Great Britain has fallen by 
os. per ton at the pit mouth. So far this 
has not had the slightest influence on the 
price of coal as sold in Dublin, and as thinzs 
are at present, the consumer here simply has 
to pay the price demanded. I am beginning 
to wonder, however, for just how much longer 
distributors of coal and all other necessaries 
will be able to squeeze the unfortunate public 
in this flagrant fashion. Meantime, of course, 
they get an excellent lead from the Govern- 
ment by the sixpenny tax levied on parcels. 
The outery regarding the latter, however, 
gives one hope that the public are at least 
beginning to realise that the situation in 
Ireland as regards retail prices demands 
immediate attention. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that the unrest will still continue until 
the tax mm question is withdrawn, and will 
still continue until the authorities show that 
they are trying to reduce the cost of living in 
Ireland, more especially in Dublin.—Yours, 
etc. , “hi mM.”

EARLY PHOTOGRAPHY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—There was lately a leading article in 
the Jrish Times about photography, and here 
is a book that was bought the other day at 
an auction in an old mansion, The title 
page is “Sun Pictures in Scotland. By H. 
Fox Talbot, Esq., F.R.S., etc. London. 
1845.” There is a list of plates, of which 
there are twenty-three—six of them of Mel- 
rose Abbey, four of Abbotsford, six of Loch 
Katrine, Sir Walter Scott’s tomb in Dry- 
burgh Abbey, his monument in Edinburgh, 
Heriot’s Hospital, two views of the Castle 
of Doune, etc. A Highland hut on the 
banks of Loch Katrine, with a doorway that 
must have been entered on all fomrs, is 
pleasant in these days of housing hub- 
bubbery. On a slip inside the cover there 
is a ' Notice to the Reader: The plates of 
the, present. work are impressed by the 
agency of light alone, without any aid what- 
ever from the artist’s pencil. They are the 
sun-pictures themselves, and not, as some 
persons have imagined, engravings in imita- 
tion.” . There is no letter press. The 
measures about 123 x 9} inches. 

The Fellow of the Royal Society seems to 
have mounted his sun-pictures, numbering 
every one with pen and ink just inside the 
ruled line around it, and then had them 
bound. We can picture his delight in his 
achievement, unwitting of the hosts of fol- 
lowers that he was to have. Some of his sun- 
pictures are nearly faded away; others are 
still clear. One of the plates gives the 
effigy of Sir Walter Scott’s favourite dog 
Maida beside the hall door at Abbotsford, 
with this inscription :— 

Maide marmored dormis sub tmaginc, Meida; 

Ante fores domini sit tidi terra levis.

From the evidence it appears that Hogan 
was employed by Mr. Walsh. and in January 
last he went away ill. He returned in Marc 
to find that his place had been filled by 
McCormick, He asked to be reinstated, but 
his employer refused to reinstate him. Ag ‘a 
result the shop was picketted from July to 
September. 

Mr. Tobias submitted that the defendants 
were perfectly entitled to do what they did. 
It was looked upon as a trade dispute. 

Mr. Bewley said that the dispute was 
not a trade dispute, and the case was 
governed by a decision of the Lord Chief 
Justice Molony in a case in which a man 
named Horten, who was also a grocer’s 
assistant, had been interned by the Free 
State authorities. and sought to be restored 
to his pos tion, When charged with picketirg 
the Lord Chief Justice held that the dispute 
was not a genuine trade one. 

Mr. Cussen held that he was bound by the 
Lord Chief Justice’s decision. He could see 
nothing in the case to differentiate it from 
the case of Horten, and consequently he 
convicted the defendants of watchi and 
besetting. He had no doubt. however, that 
the defendants thought that they were legally 
entitled to picket Mr. Walsh’s premises. He 
had always found the Union ready to obey 
the Jaw. He would not inflict any punish- 
ment if the. defendants gave an undertaking 
not to continue the conduct. 

Mr. Tobais, having consulted with the 
Union officials present, said that the under- 
taking would be given, and the defendants 
were bound over, on their own bail. to keep 
the peace for six months.

THE POSSESSION OF 
COLLECTING BOOKS. 


In the Dublin Dictrict Court yesterday 
the Irish National Assurance Company, Ltd., 
College Green, Dublin, sued Arthur O’ Hagan, 
§ Richmond avenue, Dublin, and three others. 
for. detaining col'ecting books, agents’ 
accounts, etc., for the week ending August 
30, 1924, and also outstanding branch fire 
and general receipts. 

Mr. Martin Maguire (instructed by Messrs. 
James. O'Connor and Co.), appeared for the 
plaintiffs: and Mr. Albert Wood, R.C. (in- 
structed by Mr. Sean OhUadhaigh), for the 
defendants. 

Mr. Maguire explained that the proceedings 
were for an order requiring the defendants 
to hand over ‘certain collecting books, now 
in their possession. -—he documents were the 
property of the company, and were handed 
over to the defendants for the purpose of 
carrying on the.business of the company. On 
Repiember 2 the defendants were dismissed 
for disobedience of orders, and although a 
demand was made for the return of the 
books, they had refused to give them up. 
The value of the books was » oi than £15, 
but their intrinsic value was nothing to the 
loss that the company would sustain, as they 
contained the,names of policy holders. The 
defendants had also gone over to another 
assurance company. 

Mr. D. P. Gallagher, managing-director 
of the plaintiff company, replying to Mr. 
Wood, said that the defendant, O’Hagan, 
aid £25 te the company for the collecting 

k. and the company also advanced him the 
sum of £43 to purchase other books. Under 
the circumstances the defendant had a finan- 
cial interest in the book, which would amount 
to something like £185, according to the 
market value. His company had not yet 
considered the question of depriving O’ Hagan 
of hig interest in the book, but witness’s 
view of the interest in a book was different 
from counsel’s. 

Mr. Gallagher, in further examination, 
denied that any attempt was ever made by 
the company to destroy the interest that the 
agents had in their as. 

The case was adiourned until Monday next.
